Four more United States destroyers have been 
sent to Shanghai.

pass. 
Another Diplomatic Exchange. 

The British Government threatens to break off 
the trade arrangement with Moscow if the Soviet 
does not stop propagandizing revolution in India 
and enti-British feeling in China. That will bring 
Mostow to time—with another string of bogus 
promises to keep its worthless word. That trade 
agreement is one international convention upon 
which the Soviet sets high value. Without it, how 
would the revolution mongers raise enough money 
tu keep on promoting revolution in India and 
auti-British sentiment in China? 


Silence Gives Dissent. 

Premier Brownlee declined an invitation to de- 
fine the attitude of his government toward occu- 
pational group representation in the legislature. 
The declination is more informative than any defi- 
nition could be. The facts speak for themselves 
as to the dependence of the Government upon the 
representatives of one occupational group. That 
the Premier refuses to defend group representa- 
tion in these circumstances leaves no room for 
doubt as to what he thinks about it. 


**Oarpet-Baggers'’?

The term was in- 
vented as one of reproach, and is evidently in-| 
tended to carry that significance in the present | 
instance, Unfortunately for him it is one which 
does not apply to the men at whom it was hurled, 
and one which this user should be the last person 
to employ. The word signifies an interloper. 
Whatever else Liberal and Conservative states- 
men may have been or may be they could not 
well be interlopers. If it were necessary to apply 
the term to any present or past occupant of a 
public position in Alberta it would seem to fit 
with peculiar aptness upon a city lewyer who 
holds a portfolio in c Farmer Government. 


Why Not an Improvement Program? 

With the approach of spring it is desirable 
that the city council make early decision as to 
whether anything is to be done this season in the 
way of laying pavement, extending sewer services 
or carrying out other public improvements. i 
has been a common mistake in former seasons to 
Jeave the planning of such projects until the close 
of winter. Considerable time was then lost in 
getting the work under way, and the mid-summer 
rains arrived before much had been accom- 
plished. wae 

It is desirable that whatever work of this kind 
is to be done shorld be started early, whan em. | 
ployment is scarce and the weather usually favor- | 
able for outside construction. That can only be | 
done if plans are laid ahead of time, provision | 
made for raising the money, contracts let and the) 
preliminaries got through with before spring e-| 
rives. 

It is not to be supposed that any elaborate pro- | 
gtam of paving or other improvements is con- 
templated, or could be undertaken. But it does 
seem reasonable that Edmonton should start a 
systematic extension, particularly of sewers and 
paving, to cover a period of yeers. Little has) 
been done in the way of making these improve- 
ments for quite a long time. To continue to 
postpone such undertakings altogether means that 
snoner or later there will come a wholesale de- | 
rand for them which cannot be resisted. Then we 
shall be trying, as in the past, to make up for lost 
time by doing two or three years’ construction in 
one. With the result, according to experience, of 

ing some poor work done at an exorbitant 
cost, and of drawing to the city an army of men 
dependent for support upon the continued out- 
pouring of civic money. 

There are two ways of going about it to.equip 
a city with paved streets and public services; by | 
spasms, or by continuous but only moderately | 
rapid construction. 

Hitherto Edmonton has employed the former 
niethod. In boom times we have gone into hy- 
sterics, made improvements where they were not 
required except in prospect. and p‘led up millions 
of debt which could have been avoided at the time 
and some of it indefinitely delayed.

SHANGHAI NOW 
SILENT CAMP; 
TROUBLE NEAR 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 26—Shanghai 
Was aa international armed camp to- 
day with troops of Great Britain 
France and Italy ready for action, 
should the narrowing lines of Chih- 
ese factional warfare be drawn too 
close to Shanghai's international 
settlement. Off-shore, ridiag at 
anchor, United States war craft, 
carrying 2,400 bluejackets, waited, 
ready to land the force only in the 
event of danger to United States 
lives and property in Shanghai, 

Into this war-like atmosphere the 
northera Chinese poured a stream of 
treop trains from Nanking, carrying 
soldiers under the command of Gen. 
Chang Tsung-Chang, war lord of 
Shantung province, rusinng to the
